To those skilled in chemical art, one homolog is not such an advance over 
adjacent member ofjseries as requires invention because chemists knowing properties 
of one member of a series would in general know what to expect in adjacent members. 
In re Henze, 85 USPQ 261 (1950). The motivation to prepare the instant compounds is 
in the expectation of obtaining compounds which could be used as neuraminidase 
inhibitors.
